ter of the organization, on a two-thirds 
vote of the stockholders. Upon notice 
of the action being filed with the sec- 
retary of state it shall be the duty of 
that official to issue a certificate of dis- 
solution. 


Must Pay All Obligations. 


The dissolution shall not take effect 


until all of the obligations of the com- 
pany Wive been assumed or met by the 
company and would not permit dissolu- 
tion to avoid meeting obligations. 


Senator Edgar Durre, of Evansville, 


has introduced a. bill which will be of 
value to interurban lines for it pro- 
vides that traction companies may ha.ve 
the same rights in the erection of poles 
as are, enjoyed by telephone and tele- 
graph companies.

WHY IT IS OPPOSED 


•Washington. Jan. 19.—As well give 


the records of the general land office 
to the Cunningham claimants or 'any 
other persons accused of 
efforts

steal parts of the public domain, say 
officials of the patent office by way of 
answer to the proposal to sell or de- 
stroy the models in the patent offloe.
